AUGUSTUS E. WILSON 



Augustus E Wilson, Kentucky’s 
republican governor elect, was born 
iu Maysville, Oct. 13, 1847. He is 
a son of the late Hiram Wilson and 
Ann Colvin Ennis. Both parents 
were of New England origin, the 
father having been born in Wind- 
sor, Vt. , and the mother iu West- 
erly, R. I. They settled in Ma\s- 
ville in the ‘‘30s.” Mr. Willson 
received his early education in the 
Alfred Academy iu Western New 
York and after a preparatory course 
entered Harvard University. He 
is a graduate ot the university and 
of Harvard Law School, class of 
’69. Immediately after leaving 
college he came to Louisville and 
entered the law office of Judge John 
M. Harlan, now Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
For many years he was Judge Har- 
lan’s law partner and was associated 
with him in many prominent legal 
cases. Since Justice Harlan has 
been in Washington Mr. Willson 
has practiced almost exclusively in 
the United States court. Recently 
he formed a law partnership with 
Judge William G- Dearing and 
Auther E. Hopkins. The firm 
occupies a suite of handsome offices 
on the seventh floor of the new 
Paul Jones building.

When the last constitutional con 
ventlon in Kentucky drew up the pres 
ent organic law of the state, it found 
existing throughout the state a gen : 
eral feeling of dissatisfaction, because 
through the faulty administration of 
the old revenue law one exemption 
after another had crept in until the 
«old system was full of inequalities. 
The cod jntion desired to perfect a 
stax system which, it believed, would 
secure absolute uniformity in the bur- 
den of taxes It, therefore, inserted 
5u the constitution section 171, which 
says that taxes shall he uniform upon 
ad classes of property within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the authority levying 
the tax This was done in the belief 
that uniformity of method would pro- 
duce a uniformity of result and of bur- 
den. 

It was urged in behalf of this pro- 
posed section that it was demanded 
In justice tc the farmer, in order that, 
since his property was of a visible 
and tangible nature and could not es- 
cape assessment, all other property 
should be put in the same boat. 

No one ever disputed that this ought 
to be done. The only dispute was as 
to whether or not it could be done 
by this method. It was contended 
that certain classes of property, which 
were of a kind that could be con- 
cealed, would escape assessment an< 
taxation if the burden of taxation put 
upon them was too heavy, and that 
the result would be that the real es- 
tate and such visible personal prop- 
erty as the farmer's live stock and 
the merchant’s goods and the house- 
holder’s furniture would bear an un- 
,due proport’on of the burden of rais- 
ing the public revenue. 

But the general property tax was 
imbedded in our constitution, and wr* 
lhave been trying it harder than ever 
for the sixteen years that have 
<eiapsed since the constitution was 
Adopted, and it has proved anythin- 
but uniform and has not served t> 
distribute the burden of taxation 
equally. Under this system, a great 
deal of property in our cities escapes 
taxation. In spite of the activity of 
auditor’s agents, much of it is not 
brought to light. The consequence 
of this 1* that «n unfair burden of 
the support of the state falls upon 
those who rwn property that can not 
be hidden away, and these people are 
chiefly the farmers. 

The farmer pays more tax on per- 
sonal property in proportion to real 
estate than does the city man under 
the present system. In the five coun- 
ties in the state which contain all the 
cities of tfrh first and second classes 
— Jefferson, Kenton, Campbell, Fay- 
ette and McCracken, the assessed per- 
sonality is 20 per cent of the total as- 
sessment. In the rest of the state it
